Turk-Teuton Treaty Signed 


PARIS, Jan. 12.—According to dispatches from Bulgaria, the 


synopsis of the treaty concluded between Germany and Turkey has 
been made public there. This treaty is said to provide that Germany 
shall furnish Turkey with munitions, material and the money neces- 
sary to prosecute a campaign and also sufficient German officers and 
specialists to meet Turkey's requirements. 
In case of vietor\, Ger- 


many agrees to pay Turkey one-fifth of the war indemnity received; 
in case of defeat,'the guarantee that the integrity of the Ottoman ter- 
ritory will be preserved. Each country agrees not to conclude peace 
without the other.

SAY ISSUE IS DEAD. 


Congressmen See Little Hope Ahead 


For Woman- Suffrage. 


Washington, Jan. la.—Democratic 


leaders in congress consider the wom- 
an suffrage issue dead so far as the 
present session is concerned, as the 
result of the failure of the Mondell 
resolution for a constitutional amend- 
ment to enfranchise women, to get 
the necessary two-thirds vote in the 
historic contest in the house of rep- 
resentatives. Failure of the resolu- 
tion to get even a majority vote, it 
was believed, would discourage fur- 
ther efforts at this session to nave the 
question again brought up for consid- 
eration. 


Undismayed, however, because of 


the defeat for the second time of the 
suffrage cause in congress within a 
year, suffrage leaders declared that 
the fight was by no means over, and 
that it would be continued until vic- 
tory was theirs. It was thought like- 
ly that suffrage leaders in congress 
and out "would begin immediately to 
reallign their forces for another fight 
in the .Sixty-fourth congress, Avhich 
will meet next December. 


On the rol'.call 378' votes were re- 


corded, 174 of which were for the res- 
olutioii and 204 against it. Tae reso- 
lution, therefore, was rejected by a 
irajority of 30 votes. 
^ 


Analyzing the vote, it is shown that 


of those voting for the resolution, 86 
were Democrats, 72 Republicans. 12 
Progressives, 
three 
Independent. 


Those voting against the resolution 
included V71 Democrats and .33 Re- 
public'ans.

resolution was passed: "Former em- 
ployes will be given the first oppor- 
tunity to return to work at the vari- 
ous mines resuming. Ejectment from 
company houses will only be resorted 
tc in case of refusal to accept em- 
ployment, in order to give room for 
men who will work or whom tenants 
refuse to pay rent." John B. Moore 
of Columbus was re-elected president.
